Captives Well Treated-Provlslon 


Sent to Them-A Report Made

MANILA, May 2, 2:55 p. in.— The 


first authentic information regarding 
Lieut J. C. Glhnore and his party o 
fourteen men of the gunboat York 
town, who were captured by the 
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pinos on April 12th, was received to- 
day at the hands of MaJ. Arguelles o 
the staff of Gen. Antonio Luna. 


It is In *he form of a Jist of the 


missing men and Is signed by Lieut 
Gillmore. The lieutenant reports that 
he and Ms party have been brought 
across the mountains from 
Baler 


where they were captured. 


This information was brought In re- 


sponse to a aote which MaJ. Gen. Mac- 
Archur sent to Luna by Maj. Shields 
and Lieut Hayoae.^nd 
ttcers, bearing a flag of truce, carried 
across Gen. Luna's lines yesterday 
evening. The note, after asking for 
prisoners in Gen. Luna's hads, con- 
cluded with the message that he (Gen. 
MacArthur) would be pleased to meet 
tien. Luna.

a span of the railroad bridge, a mile 
from St Thomas, broken. 


The officers sent Che provisions for 


the prisoners on a hand car at the 
end of the bridge, placing the car In 
ine keeping of the Filipinos, whose 
conduct throughout jtha various jugfe- 
cions has been ail «that coutd -be' ex- 
pected of a civilized nation.

U. S. to M. Cambon. 


Four Treasury Warrants Handed 


Over By Secretary Hay — 


Cable to Madrid. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.— The last 


move to the negotiation* terminating 
the war vitih Spain occurred today, 
when Secretary Hay paid to the French 
Bmbassador, M, Cambon, the $20,00%- 


tor the cession of the Philippines. The 
payment was made in four treasury 
warrants of $5,000,000 each, and was 
receipted for by M. Cambon as com- 
pletely liquidating the obligation of 
the United States in this connection. 
The Embassador deposited the $20,000,- 
000 in the Riiggs National Bank of this 
city, and the cashing of the warrants 
is expected to be jnade later through 
the City National Bank of New York 
The Spanish Government was notified 
by cable of the payment, but nothing 
will be done as to forwarding the funds 
to Europe until Spain directs the exact 
course to be pursued.

Then Lillnoe 
Twured some brandy into the mixture 
of the awa root and drank it toersell 
Alter giving some of the mixture to 
the husband and child of deceased she 
went away, taking the remaining awa 
root and brandy to her home. I saw 
deceased Friday and she said she waa 
feeling about the same. She died Mon- 
day at 1:30 p. m. The understanding

There is no question, 'however, that 


the other brancfti-of Liverpool's enter- 
prise, the slave tirade, was a paying in- 
dustry, especially In tts later years. 
"For a period of «eventy-«even years," 
says Mr. Williams, "the Liverpool 
merchants carried on the trade with a 
characteristic vigor and ability that 
outdistanced every competitor, and 
won for Liverpool the unenviable dis- 
tinction of being the chief slaving town 
of the Old World." The chief cause of 
this predominance was that the Ltyer- 
pool merchants, (by wfcat might be 
oiled a cheeseparing policy in the fit- 
ing out of their slavers, in the wages of 
heir seamen, and in various other di- 
rections, were enabled to dispose of 
tiheir "prime negroes" at from. £4 to 
£5 per head less than the merchant* 
f Bristol and London. In 1752 Liver- 
pool possessed eighty-seven slayers, 
with a carrying capacity of 25,000 
negroes; but "the number shipped, if 
not actually delivered, 'in good order 
and condition,' was probably much 
higher, as it was <then customary to 
overload, with the moat frightful re- 
sults." 


But the traffic was not confined to 


the colonies and foreign parts. Slaves 
were imported into and sold in Eng- 
land itself. In the newspapers of the 
period were many advertisements of 
sales of negroes by auction. A Liver- 
pool paper in 1766 announced: "To be 
sold at the Exchange Coffee-House' in

In 1783, in a case in which the 
underwriters were the defenders, it 
came out In evidence that the "cargo" 
of a slave-ship called the Zong was 
very sickly. The captain proposed to 
the mate to throw the sickly slaves 
overboard, as, if they died a natural 
death, the loss would fall upon the 
owners, whereas if they were thrown 
into the sea the loss would fall upon 
the underwriters. The suggestion was 
carried out One hundred and thirty- 
two of the most sickly were selected, 
fifty-four were thrown overboard, and 
forty-two the next day. A few days 
later the (remaining thirty-six followed 
the rest

Slavery in England was abolished in 
1772 by the famous dictum of Lord 
Mansfield in the case of the 
negro 


Somerset, who had deserted from bis 
master's service: "As soon as a slave 
sets foot on the soil of the British 
Islands he becomes free." 


The slave trade itself died hard. The 


movement for abolition began to take 
form about 1770, and ta 1788 the Aibo- 
lition Society had its foot in XdrerpooL 
Naturally those interested in the traffic 
were up dn arms, and the contest grew 
fierce. As the power of the abolition- 
ists grew, the resentment against them 
became more bitter, until their lives 
were not safe in the streets of Liver- 
pool. None was more active to ^esist- 
tng the movement than the corpora- 
tion, who considered the vKal Interests 
of their city at stake. They granted 
annuities, presented the freeaom of the 
city, and did other honors to the 
champions of their cause. In October, 
1799, the Recorder, with a committee of 
the'Council, attended at St James' Pal- 
ace, and presented H. R. H. the Duke 
of Clarence (afterwards William IV) 
witfh the freedom of the borough, "in 
grateful sense of, his active and able 
exertions in .Parliament" on behalf of 
the slave trade. • 
The slave trade was declared Illegal 


in 1807, and it was thought that Liver- 
pool was ruined. "The whole com- 
munity were terror-stricken. The docks 
were to become fish-ponds, the ware- 
houses to moulder into ruins, grass 
was to grow on the local Bialto, the 
streets were to be ploughed up, and 
Liverpool's glorious merchant navy .

Success of a New Device 


in Use Here. 


At ttt« Railway Wharf-Keeps Hold 


Workers Busy—Cars and an 


Cable.- 


The new sugar carrier at the rail- 


road -whart is now la operation. It 
was 'begun <a few months ago, bat ow- 
ing to tbe great amount ol work that 
haaJieen on hand in the railroad shops 
it has been impossible to finish the 
work earlier. 
' The scheme la one of great ingenu- 
ity. It -consists of on endless cable, to 
which are attached ninety cars. This 
cable .runs aloag an inclined plane ex- 
tending from the warehouse to the end 
of the "wharf. The makai «nd is ele- 
vmted about thirty feet 


The sugar is pieced on these cars, 
starting from the warehouse. Two 
bags may .be loaded on one car. They 
are then drawn up to the elevated end 
of -tie -plane. JTrom there they are 
dropped into *. chute, -which empties 
into the bold of the vessel which hap- 
tpoOB to be taking on a cargo. When 
tbe arrangement te perfected two ships 
.may easily he loaded at the same time. 
Xiere will be one chute running to one 
side of the 'wharf, ana another run- 
ning to the other side. The load of 
•one car •wiH slide down to one vessel, 
rad the next load will go to the other. 
There is TOO delay. The movement 
is continuous. By placing one bag on 
each car 868 bags may be loaded in an 
hour. This la fast enough to keep one 
ship busy. 'When there are two vessels 
at the wharf the cais will be loaded 
double. 


The new -method ictoes away with a 
number of laborers. A few men to 
place the sugar on the cars ana anoth- 
er to direct it into the chutes are all 
that are necessary. The whole affair 
will "be covered so that the work may 
go on In rain or shine. The system 
was first suggested by Superintendent 
Denison, who felt the-need of -some fm- 
provement over the old method. To- 
gether with Chad. Chapin, the railroad 
draughtsman, he •worked out tbe plans.

First Witness - It Will Be a Long 


and Tedious Trial - A Tales- 


man Fined. 


(From Thursday's Dally.) 


A Jury tor the trial of the five Japa 


nese charged with the commission of 
murder Jn the first degree during the 
progress of the Kahuku plantation, 
riot of March 26th last, was secured at 
4:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


B. W. Jordan, the Port street mer- 


shant, was the twelfth man. The other 
eleven for the siege are: J. W. Treg- 
loan, W. R. Sims, Theo Wolfe, John 
Efflnger, Henry Botlh, T. E. Krouse, J 
J. Sullivan, A. W. Howe, Pred W. Mc- 
Chesney, C. B. Huston, and Charles H 
Atherton. 


Mr. Jordan was about the one hun- 


dredth man who went into ths box. He 
told that he was slightly deaf. This 
trouble did aot seem to be bad enough 
to interfere with the performance of 
his duty as a juror, and as he was oth< 
erwise qualified, he was aworn in. with 
the dozen. It was after Mr. Jordan 
had developed to be satisfactory that 
Judge Robertson, counsel for the de- 
fense, remarked' that he did not care 
to use $ny more peremptory chal- 
lenges. Attorney-General Cooper said 
for the State for the fifteenth time 
about, that the jury was all that tine 
people desired. 


Judge Perry administered the oath to 


£he elect twice, having the first time 
omitted the names of four of the de- 
fendants, simply saying "So and so and 
others." The jurors were carefully in- 
structed by His Honor, as were the 
bailiffs. The time for this trial wHl 
be quite close to three weeks. A host 
of Chinese and Japanese and a lew 
traoles and natives will testify. 
She- interpreters and^the involving na- 
flore of the transaction 'the work of 
bringing out the facts will be slow. 


When everything was ready for the 


opening of the case, Attorney-General 
Cooper said that the State was quite 
prepared to proceed, but would prefer 
to start "in the morning." Most of 
the jurors expressed willingness to 
work day and night. W. O. Smith 
thought it best to have proceedings 
only when attorneys and jurors were 
fresh. A couple of the jurors declared 
they were quite fresh, and Judge Perry 
decided that the start should be made 
at 7 30 in th« evening

All iny basses ihadit* be 
eairefully shaved every morning and toe 
lept pretty well in the background to 
>as8 as children. The second difficulty 
jraa the great care that toad to be tak- 
en of the children's voices. -We had to 
rave two sets of children, as It would 
not do to let them sing two nights In 
succession. 
In. the chorus ot one of 


the sets was Julia Marlowe, a rather 
bright child, who had a fine voice and 
a good idea of music. (But there was 
nothing in the child to indicate the 
jenius she afterwards displayed. 


One day, after we had been, on the 


road sometime, the girl who ateng the 
Lord High !Admiral in Pinafore, was 
taken ill and I did not know what to 
do. While in this predicament little 
Julia Marlowe came to me and said 
that she could stng the part, begging 
me to let her try it It was very risky. 
There was no time for rehearsal, but 1 
lad to take the chance. She did the 
part well, and tooked very pretty in it 
»o, and I let her have the role through- 
out the season.

When the juvenile season broke up 


in the West, Julia begged so hard to 
stay with me that I taught her minor

Word pre- 
ceded the actual arrival of the formal- 
ly signed contracts by telegraphic 
notification from Washington to the 
men who wdll do the work that they 
would be given Job», and they have 
made ail possible preparations for the 
prosecution of the undertaking. 


The work of dredging for the slips 


will be one of some magnitude, as 
there will 'have to be removed Jtroia the 
bottom of the bay something like 
100,000 cubic yards of coral. There

will be some little of this which will 
offer easy dredging, as ft Is soft and 
partially disintegrated by the flow 
of 
fresh 
water 
from the stream 


which comes into the hay at a point 
close to the site of the coaling station. 
The 
greater 
part of the dredging, 


however, will be in hard coral, which 
will have to be Wasted before it can 
be elevated and sent ashore. For the 
purpose of meeting the conditions 
which obtain in the character of the 
bottom upon which tfcey -mist work. 
Mr. Buckman has designed and is now 
having constructed a complete new 
dredge or shovel which will be used to 
bring to the surface th« broken coral 
rock 
after the blasting from the 


bottom. 


The timbers for the barge, which 


carry the dredge, have beea got 


out here and put together, so that, 
after the dismantling and shipping fo 
Honolulu, there will be little delay 
•and less expense in putting up the 


float. These timbers have now beet 
shipped in the Mary Foster, and there 
will be ready for the machinery, when 
it liaa been made and shipped, the 
floating platform upon which It is to 
work. The dredge is of tiw pattern 
of steam-shovel which is used on the 
railroads of the West, where it is 
mounted upon a flatcar.
